This afternoon only the charred bodies 
of the two 
desperadoes, wanted for 


the assassination of three policemen 
two weeks ago. had been recovered. 


When their house had been riddled 


with bullets from the guns of police 
and soldiers and set on flre the trap- 
ped men clambered to the roof and 
there made their last stand, firing -it 
the crowds below and jeering their as- 
sailants. until the tipper supports of 
the building gave way and the outlaws 
were swallowed up In the seething 
flames. 


Stand Off Small Army. 


Such a battle between officers of the 


taw arid criminals seldom has been 
waged. 
Discovered in their hiding 


place, the. handful of anarchists stood 
off the two half companies of Scots 
guards from the 
Tower of London. 


several .detachments of armed police. 
a battery of horse artillery with three 
machine guns and a gattlmg gun and 
a flre brlfade until their homa was 
fired. 
The authorities sought to get the 


men alive. It took them several hours

thrown Into great excitement early to-

Polloe Begin Siege. 


The police after locating their men 


and anticipating trouble, had ordered 
the houses In the neighborhood va- 
cated before daylight and throwing a 
line of officers around the square, al- 
lowed no one to approach within a 
hundred yards of the scene of the ex- 
pected conflict

At that hour so furious was the bat-

The case against Shell was filed by 


postoffice Inspector J. Jv~. Hunter up- 
on evidence submitted by Henry Lu- 
cas, a grower of melons at Browns- 
town. Ind. Mr. Lucas asserts that In 
August last he made repeated ship- 
ments of cantaloupes to Shell, the 
total value of which was 598. and the 
fact that the commission man refused 
to pay for the 
melons 
led to the 


charge that he had used the mails In 
ordering the consignment without In- 
tending to pay for It. thus constitut- 
ing a fraudulent use of the malls. 


Shell justifies his action In falling 


*o pay for the melons upon the claim 
that they were not os represented. He 
says he has Just quit the commission 
business and Is about to engage in 
other work. It Is understood that the 
postal authorities have had a number 
of similar complaints against Shell. 
and some tlmo ago he paid a fine In 
the federal court at Indianapolis in «.

UPHOLDS .QUASHING 


OF THE INDICTMENT 


Bank Deposit Guaranty of 


Oklahoma is Held to Be 


Constitutional. 


-Washington, Jan. 3.—The supreme 


court of the United States approved 
the action of the New York federal 
court in quashing the so-called "Pan- 
ama canal libel" Indictment, brought 
by 
the United States government 


against the Press Publishing company, 
of New Yor. This throws the entire 
case out of court. 


The fight against the policy of the 


'state guaranteeing bank deposits met 
with telling reverses today when the 
supreme court held constitutional the 
bank guaranty laws'of Oklahoma. Ne- 
braska and Kansas. 


The so-called Carmack amendment 


to the Hepburn rate law. making the 
initial carrier liable for loss of Inter- 
state shipments, during transportation 
not only on Its lines but also on those 
of connecting lines, was declared to be 
constitutional today by the supreme 
court. 
A stubborn fight was made 


against the amendment as a radical 
departure In rate legislation.

In an almost Incredibly short time a 
cordon of police armed with revolvers 
approached the house and were met 
with a volley from rapid fire revol- 
vers of the most modern pattern. 


Reinforcements Pour.In. 


Police Superintendent Ottaway took 


charge of the reinforcements and po- 
lice from the various parts of the city 
poured In and took up positions com- 
manding the refuge of the assassins. 


Whenever the officers 
approached- 


the house a volley of bullets spattered 
the pavement. A detachment of sixty 
men with one officer and three non- 
commissioned 
officers of the 
Scots 


guard from the Tower arrived later 
and were served with ball cartridges. 
They fired a few rounds into the bulld- 
/ 
Ing. There waa a lull for five minutes 
and then the besieged replied. 


It was impossible to estimate 
the 


number of the besieged, as they were 
armed with magazine rifles, Mausers 
and prownlnfs and fired with great 
rapidity^ 
An attempt to

TAFT BREAKS RECORD 


Washington. Jan. S.—The two va- 


cancies on the bench of the »upreme 
court when Judge Willis Vandeventer, 
of Wyoming, and Judge Joseph R. La- 
mar, of Georgia, each took the oath 
of office as associate justices and be- 
gan Immediately the performance of 
the duties of that position. For the 
first time 
In nineteen months the 


bench was complete and for the first 
time In the history of the court nearly 
a century and a quarter ago. one 
president had commissioned within a 
single year five men to sit upon the 
bench. 


Nineteen Months Since Full. 


It has been Just nineteen months 


to the day since all of the nine chairs 
on the bench were occupied. 


After May 3, 1909. Justice Moody, 


now retired, was compelled to lay 
aside his duties and seek restoration 
of health In resorts of the south. Ho 
finally retired from the bench last No- 
vember. 


Exactly a year ago, on January 2, 


1910. 
Justice Lurton took the oath of 


office as an associate justice. He WES 
th eflrst appointee to that bench made 
by President Taft. He succeeded Jus- 
tice Peckham, who died. 


Then Justice Brewer and Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller died and Justice Moody re- 
tired. Justice Hughes was appointed 
to succeed Justice Brewer. 


Associate Justice White waa pro- 


moted to succeed Chief Justice Fuller 
and ftoday Justice "Vandeventer took 
tho place of Justice Moody and Jus-

' Splendid 'Building.

one cupful of water, and with a clean 
rag rub the article to be cleaned thor 
oughly. 


Wash off with hot soap and water 


removing all the oxalic acid, and then 
polish with any of the good prepara 
tlons that are on the market for clean 
ing brass.
